The  enemies  of  our  souls  are  represented 
ji  the  Collect  under  three  terms,  “  the  world, 
the  flesh,  and  the  devil.”  From  the  attacks 
of  such  enemies,  the  most  exalted  Christian 
aiust  not  esteem  himself  secure.  Resistance 
to  their  efforts  constitutes  that  spiritual  warfare, 
vhich  begins  with  the  first  dawn  of  reason,  and 
rods  not  till  its  light  bo  closed  forever.  In  this 
aarfarc,  well  may  his  faith  be  firm,  and  his 
forts  unceasing  ;  for  the  great  Captain  of 
vur  salvation — Jesus  Christ — has  led  the  waf 
.at  to  battle  only,  but  to  victory.  Our  ene¬ 
mies  now  wero  once  his.  Ilis  contest  also  was 
the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil  ;  as 
rntness  his  memorable  struggle  in  the  wilder- 
i.ess,  where  all  were  arrayed  against  him. — 
Aould  we  prove  ourselves  his  faithful  soldiers  ? 
iVould  we  too  learn  to  conquer  our  lusts,  and 
"due  our  wills,  and  love  our  God,  better  than 
!  which  the  world  can  give  of  riches,  power, 
uu  glory?  Lotus  act  as  he  acted — Let  us 
ill  h  unto  prayer — and  beseech  our  heavenly 
-'xtber  to  grant  us  also  the  spirit  of  protection, 
which  his  own  well  beloved  Son  became 
iclorious  over  his  trials.  So  may  we  be  ena¬ 
bled  to  “  withstand  the  temptations  of  the 
'Orld,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil,'  and  with  pure

that  to  fulfil  its  injunctions  is  to  fulfil  all  the 
law  ;  a  fatal  mistake  into  which  thousands  fall, 
who,  because  they  perform  those  duties  which 
devolve  on  them  as  members  of  society,  think 
themselves  exonerated  from  any  penalty  fol¬ 
lowing  from  neglect  of  their  duty  as  concerns 
God,  and  suppose  that  integrity,  benevolence, 
temperance,  and  such  like,  arc  in  themselves 
adequate  to  perfect  the  character  of  man, 
without  regard  had  to  a  spirit  of  devotion  and 
gratitude  to  the  Divine  Being.  But.iuyrality 
without  religion  is  a  mere  nothing  standiug 
beside  it  ;  if  reckoned  by  itself,  it  is  a"  cypher 
wanting  the  numeral  which  is  to  stamp  vaf^c 
upon  it. 

The  question  put  to  the  Pharisees  concern¬ 
ing  Christ’s  being  at  once  David’s  “  Son”  as  li¬ 
neally  descended  from  him,  and  his  “  Lord”  as 
being  the  author  of  his  salvation,  they  would 
not  answer,  having  false  and  carnal  views  of 
his  Messiahship.  To  us,  who  are  better  in¬ 
formed,  that  is  nevertheless  a  searching  ques¬ 
tion,  “  What  think  ye  of  Christ  ?”  If  he  be 
not  every  thing  to  us,  he  is  nothing  to  us.  It 
will  nut  do  to  separate  his  prophetic  office  from 
his  priesthood  and  regal  dignity,  as  do  the 
Unitarians,  or  to  destroy  the  value  of  his  me¬ 
diatorial  intercession  as  do  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics  by  their  prayers  to  angels  and  saints.  Nor 
will  any  views  of  him,  however  correct,  avail, 
if  there  be  not  sincere  trust  in  him.  The 
heart  must  be  affected  os  well  as  the  head  en¬ 
lightened. 

rAKOCIIlAL  CHURCH  HISTORY.

ST.  I’ETLR’S  CHURCH,  FLYMOLTH 

The  town  now  called  Plymouth,  formerly 
belonged  to  the  town  of  Waterbury.  It  was 
incorporated  into  a  parish  called  Northbury 
about  1740.  A  short  time  previous  to  that,  it 
consisted  of  only  eighteen  families,  principal¬ 
ly  from  North  Haven.  ’Phese  united  in  erect¬ 
ing  a  building,  which  they  called  a  school-house ; 
designed  however  for  all  the  public  uses  which 
their  united  wants  should  require.  In  .April, 

I  740,  they  settled  a  congregational  minister  by 
the  name  of  Todd.  Soon  after  this,  may  be 
reckoned  the  beginning,  in  this  place,  of  tiie 
K.piscopal  Church.  The  boisterous  and  theat¬ 
rical  manner  of  preaching  practised  by  the 
celebrated  Whitefield,  and  which  his  followers 
attempted  to  imitate,  disgusted  those  sober- 
minded  people,  who  looked  for  the  still  small 
voice  heard  by  the  Prophet,  rather  than  the 
thunder  and  storm  of  fanaticism.  They  finally 
became  so  completely  disgusted  with  the  strange 
and  almost  frantic  actions  which  were  frequent¬ 
ly  exhibited  at  their  evening  lectures,  that  they 
l^gan  to  enquire,  whether  religion  were  not 
something  more  sober  and  rational.  The  en¬ 
quiry  led  to  a  conviction  that  even  the  more 
calm,  but  rigid  Calvinistic  doctrine  of  predes¬ 


tination  in  which  they  had  been  educated,  was 
not  consistent  » ith  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Af¬ 
ter  informing  themselves  on  the  subject,  elev¬ 
en  of  the  eighteen  proprietors  of  the  above- 
mentioned  liouse  conformed  to  the  Church  of 
F^ngland  ;  and  having  the  control  of  it  by  ma¬ 
jority,  they  appropriated  it  to  the  use  of  their 
own  church  ;  assisting  the  other  proprietors, 
when  a  new  meeting-house  was  erected,  to  the 
amount  of  their  share  in  the  old  one. 

In  the  year  1740,  the  Rev.  .Mr.  .Morris,  from 
England,  was  sent  a  missionary  by  the  Society  for 
ropesf^ating  the  Gospel  in  foreign  parts,  to  Der- 
y,  Waterbury  and  West  Haven.  He  contin¬ 
ued  about  three  years,  and  returned  to  Europe. 
During  his  mission,  the  church  in  Northbury, 
(now  Plymouth,)  was  organized.  And  it  is, 
perhaps,  worthy  of  notice,  that  from  that  time 
to  the  present,  public  worship  according  to  the 
Liturgy  of  the  Episcopal  Church  has  been  cel¬ 
ebrated  in  this  parish  every  F'unday,  with  but 
one  single  exception,  and  that  on  account  of 
sickness. 

Soon  after  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mor¬ 
ris,  this  parish  enjoyed  for  two  or  three  years 
a  part  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  James  Lyon, 
another  missionary  from  the  Society.  After  hi.s 
removal  it  was  for  several  years  vacant. 

In  1749,  the  Rev.  Dr.  .Mansfield,  a  native  of 
New-Ifaven,  under  the  direction  of  iki:  Society, 
took  charge  of  Northbury,  in  connection  with 
the  parishes  of  Derby  and  Waterbury.  Of  the 
piety,  zeal,  and  great  exertions  of  this  servant 
of  God,  for  the  prosperity  of  the  church,  much 
might  be  said  ;  but  it  would  only  be  repeating 
what  is  already  published  in  his  .Memoirs. 

In  1759,  l)r.  .Mansfield  relinquished  his 
charge  of  Waterbury  and  Northbury,  it  being 
necessary  that  his  whole  time  should  be  devoted 
to  Derby  and  Oxford.  About  this  time  the  Rev. 
James  Scovill,  a  native  of  Waterbury,  came  into 
the  mission.  He  resided  in  Waterbury,  where 
he  officiated  one  half  of  the  time,  and  the  other 
half  at  Northbury,  and  .\cw-Cambridge,  (now 
Bristol.)  After  it  became  necessary  that  the 
labours  of  .Mr.  Scovill  should,  on  account  of 
the  greatly  increased  number  of  Episcopalians, 
be  wholly  devoted  to  Waterbury,  ^nd  Westbu- 
ry,  (now  Watertown,)  where  a  new  parish  was 
organized,  and  a  church  erected,  the  parishes 
of  Northbury  and  New-Cainbndge,  relinquish¬ 
ed  in  an  amicable  manner,  their  claim  to  his 
services,  calculating  to  obtain  another  clergy¬ 
man. 

Having  employed  several  candidates,  the} 
fixed  on  Mr.  James  Nichols,  who,  receiving  or¬ 
dination  in  England,  returned  and  took  charge 
of  the  parishes  in  1773.  He  resided  in  New- 
Cambridgc,  and  officiated  alternately  in  the  two 
parishes.  In  consequence  of  the  unpleasant 
state  of  affairs  connected  with  the  American 
revolution,  he  left,  in  about  two  years,  bis 
charge  of  these  parishes,  and  removed  into  the 
town  of  Litchfield.

— Most  of  our  readers 
have  doubtless  read  Dr.  Buchanan’s  Christian 
'Researclies  in  India,  and  of  course  are  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  existence  of  an  ancient  body 
of  Christians,  the  disciples  of  St.  Thomas,  in 
Travancore.  Of  late  years  the  attention  of 
4he  religious  community  in  England  has  been 
burned  ‘  anxiously  towards  this  interesting 
branch  of  the  church  of  Christ.  Copies  of 
the  scriptures  in  their  own  language  have  been 
distributed  among  them  freely :  missionaries 
of  the  English  church  have  visited  them  and 
encouraged  them  to  stand  fast  in  their  faith. — 
Too  poOr  to  establish  schools  for  themselves, 
they  have  been  enabled  by  their  English  breth- 
rei^to  do  so  ;  and  at  length  a  college  or  higher 
school,  for  the  education  of  their  clergy,  has 
t>ecn  located  at  Cotym  by  the  Church  Mission¬ 
ary  Society,  from  which,  doubtless,  much  good 
«ri)l  result  to  them. 

^he  students  in  the  college,  who  are  up- 
ir^rds  of  fifty  in  number,  are  punctual  in  their 
Rttendance,  and  apply  themselves  industrious¬ 
ly  to  study.  There  are  three  Latin  classes  : 
the  first  read  Latin  and  English,  and  render 
some  assistance  in  the  instruction  of  the  others 
who  are  not  so  far  advanced  as  themselves. — 
Some  attention  is  given  by  the  students  of  all 
the  classes  to  the  Syriac.  For  this  purpose 
^be  Metropolitan  had  recommended  tlie  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  the  study  of  Sanscrit ;  but  they  are 
considered  to  have  made  so  much  progress  in 
•t,  that  they  may  without  difficulty  renew  it  at 
a  future  period.  The  effect  of  their  attention 
to  this  polished  language,  is  said  to  be  observ¬ 
able  in  the  classic  tinge  by  which  their  conver- 
.sation  is  marked,  and,  as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fenn 
observes,  “  the  due  mixture  of  the  more  cora- 
«non  Sanscrit,  with  the  colloquial  Malayalim  of 
4he  country,  is  that  which  distinguishes  a  na¬ 
tive  scholar  from  his  more  illiterate  neigh- 
.Xiours."  Mr.  Fenn,  also  says  in  one  of  his 
communications  to  the  secretary  of  the  Church 
Missionary  Society,  “  I  cannot  but  hope  that 
the  plan  of  education  adopted  is  beginning  to 
sRcceed.  The  great  desideratum,  which  has 
ever  been  kept  in  view,  has  been  the  promo¬ 
ting  of  habits  of  study  and  reflection,  and  in¬ 
vestigation,  as  well  as  the  inspiring  of  a  cer¬ 
tain'  degree  of  confidence  in  their  own  natural 
flowers,  rather  than  the  imparting  of  any  par- 
•  ticular  quantum  of  general  information  on  any 
subject." 

The  college  building  is  quadrangular,  three 
stories  high.  A  small  philosophical  apparatus 
lias  been  sent  out  to  it,  and  it  has  a  small  but 
valuable  library  I 

'fhere  is  also  a  grammar  school,  containing ! 
several  boys  who  are  preparing  for  the  college,  i 
and  to  teach  the  parochial  schools.  Their  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  acquirement  of  English  and  San- 
.'Jcrit  has  been  steady.  Some  have  already 
tieen  sent  out  as  schoolmasters.  I'he  boys  are 
regularly  instructed  in  religion,  and  almost  all  of 
them  have  committed  to  memory  our  Lord’s  Ser¬ 
mon  on  the  Mount.  Some,  indeed,  have  learnt 
this  instructive  portion  of  Scripture  by  heart, 
both  in  English  and  Malayalim.  The  Church 
Catechism,  and  Dr.  Walts’,  enter  into  the 
course  of  study. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  fifty  parochial 
schools  containing  upwards  of  12(X>  pupils.' — 
fl'he  schools  are  attended  almost  cscliisivelv 


by  Syriac  children,  but  as  the  schools  bear  a 
good  character  among  the  people,  and  much 
pains  are  taken  to  keep  the  schoolmasters  to 
their  duty,  it  is  hoped  that  others  may  be  in¬ 
duced  to  attend.  Many  of  the  pupils  make 
considerable  advances  ;  and  they  arc  occasion¬ 
ally  examined  by  the  missionaries.  'I'lie  cate¬ 
chisms  are  taught  in  all  the  schools.  “  No¬ 
thing,  however,  is  so  much  wanting  in  all  the 
schools,’’  says  Mr.  Baker,  the  superintending 
missionary,  as  suitable  books,  and  particular¬ 
ly  the  Scriptures.  Oh,  what  would  I  give  fur 
the  whole  New  Testament  in  Malayalim!  If 
this  were  read  in  the  schools,  a  knowledge  of 
it  would,  I  am  sure,  soon  become  general. — 
Wretchedly  sunk  as  the  Syrians  are,  in  a  reli¬ 
gious  and  moral  point  of  view,  there  is  among 
them  a  growing  desire  after  religious  know¬ 
ledge,  so  as  to  warrant  the  hope  that  many  of 
them  would  receive  the  word  with  all  gladness 
if  we  had  it  to  give  them." — Church  Register. 

Nova  Scotia. — The  bishop  of  Nova  Scotia 
visited  the  island  of  Newfoundland  in  June 
last,  consecrated  a  church,  and  confirmed  316 
persons.  A  committee  of  the  Society  for 
promoting  Christian  Knowledge  was  constitu¬ 
ted,  and  130  pounds  sterling  contributed  to  its 
funds. 

The  Church  Missionary  Society  has  been 
deprived  of  another  of  their  missionaries  at 
Sierra  Leone.  The  Rev.  F.  Gatesinan  died 
in  November  last.  His  widow  and  .Mr.  Betts 
had  returned  to  England. 

Spain  and  the  Holy  See. — It  is  runiourei’ 
that  the  King  of  Spain,  having  taken  uflence 
at  his  Holiness,  for  giving  the  canonical  insti¬ 
tution  to  several  Bishops,  in  the  new  South 
American  republics,  had  forbidden  the  new  pa¬ 
pal  nuncio  to  enter  his  dominions,  and  had  sum¬ 
moned  a  council  of  state  to  give  their  opinions 
on  the  subject. 

Ireland. — The  General  Synod  of  Ulster 
Presbyterians  met  at  Strabaiic,  on  Tuesday, 
26th  June,  for  its  annual  meeting.  On  the 
llcT.  Mr.  Orr,  of  Portaferry,  proceeding  to 
read  the  minute,  “  that  Mr.  Porter  be  contin¬ 
ued  clerk,”  Mr.  Magill,  of  Antrim,  came  for¬ 
ward  and  moved,  “  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Porter, 
having  avowed  himself  an  Arian  before  the 
commissioners  of  education  inquiry,  be  no  long¬ 
er  continued  clerk  of  this  body.’’  'Phis  motion 
led  to  a  most  lengthened  and  heated  discussion, 
in  which  Mr.  .Magill,  Messrs.  Dill,  Montgome¬ 
ry,  Porter,  Hay,  Steward,  Cooke,  Morrell, 
Carlisle,  Bleckley,  etc.  joined.  A  separation 
of  the  Synod  was  broadly  hinted  at  by  Mr.  Cook, 
and  reprobated  by  other  orthodo.\  ministers. 
The  discussion  was  continued,  without  adjourn- 
inciit,  till  nearly  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening. 
It  was  renewed  on  Wednesday  morning,  and 
continued  throughout  that  day  also,  (present, 
130  ministers  and  39  elders,)  without  any  deci¬ 
sion  having  been  come  to. — On  Thursday  the 
Synod  came  to  a  resolution,  that  they  disap¬ 
proved  of  the  evidence  given  by  the  Rev.  .Mr. 
Porter  before  the  Commissioners,  but  that,  lest 
it  might  be  deemed  a  prosecution  for  conscience 
sake,  they  permitted  Mr.  Porter  to  contiue  the 
office  of  clerk  to  the  Synod.  From  this  dctcr- 
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iiiination  upwards  of  30  orthodox  ministers  en¬ 
tered  their  protest.
